Vast Parts Stocks 


The value of parts stocks held in these four depots, together with 
those at the smaller branches at Chippenham and Salisbury is in 
excess of £4m., consisting of varying quantities covering 
more than 26,000 different items. These stocks are available 
not only to the Company’s service workshops and mobile ser- 
vice fitters, but also to all Caterpillar users, at any hour of the 
day or night whenever a prime unit may be in need of attention. 


In all, over 60 people are engaged in the procurement and 
storing, allocation and despatch of these various parts, and they 
maintain an efficient service with overnight transport connec- 
tions between branches, and also to Caterpillar’s Leicester Plant. 


Training Programmes 


In the interests of even greater efficiency, training programmes 
are being carried out among these personnel with the backing 
and authority not only of their own management, but also of 
Caterpillar Tractor Co. in the U.S.A., and their subsidiary in the 
United Kingdom. Training is given in varying subjects covering 
commercial practices, methods of handling, inventory control 
and merchandising. Films and tape recordings are widely used 
in the training sessions to cover many subjects such as “ Quality 
Control” and the “ Economics of Storekeeping.” Keen rivalry 
is shown by personnel in all branches to be the first to obtain 
the Training Certificate which is awarded each year by Cater- 
pillar on completion of the specified programme. 


A Day at Willenhall 


Let us take a closer look into the activity of one of these Parts 
Departments.

Usually this 
results in the wanted items. being received by the 
user in 24 hours. Where even this does not produce the 
requirement, then help is requested from other Caterpillar 
Dealers on the Continent, or demands are made on the Parent 
Company’s many factories in the United States. 

When this is necessary, urgently needed consignments can be 
obtained in as little as 48 hours, although on average, 
emergency air freight procurement involves waiting approxi- 
mately 4/5 days. Even when the required parts are 
available in the United Kingdom, aircraft are frequently used 
to transport them between such points as Caterpillar’s plant 
near Glasgow and the Bowmaker Branches. 


A Key Section 


The Parts Department is therefore playing a major role within 
the Dealer organisation and is no mere storeroom attached to 
the workshops. Thorough control of inventories by this Depart- 
ment is essential to ensure efficient operation of the whole 
Dealer organisation inasmuch as service cannot be given to 
any machinery unless the right spares are in the right place 
at the right time; neither can new machines or equipment be 
put to work with confidence unless the Parts Department has 
adequate stocks or spares available to ensure proper main- 
tenance.

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FINANCIAL BURDEN 


N a memorandum, which they have submitted to the Minister of Transport, 

Manchester City Council criticise the Government for being “grossly 
unfair” to road users and to local authorities. The memorandum points out 
that the Council spent £1,290,405 on roads during 1958-59 and received 
only £116,743 in Government grants. In the same period the Council paid 
£792,904 in licences and fuel tax for their vehicles, and licensing duties collected 
by the local taxation office from motorists totalled £1,450,667. 


Many local authorities, of course, have complained about the inadequacy 
of grants, but Manchester Council especially haye good reason for they are 
faced with a four-year road programme which will cost £1lm. Under the 
present system of grants £3m. of this will be borne by the rates—the debt 
charges being equivalent to a rate of ls. 2d. in the pound. 


. Even an authority as important as Manchester must regard such a prospect 
with apprehension and it is quite understandable why the Council have been so 
outspoken. However, it remains to be seen whether or not action will 
be taken by the Government to ease the financial burden which handicaps 
not only Manchester but many other local authorities in their endeavours 
to improve their road systems. There can be no doubt that until this action 
is forthcoming the road problem will never be solved despite the construction 
of new motorways. 





Practical Training Success 


SINCE it was inaugurated in 1944, over 300 young engineers have gained 

their A.M.I.C.E. under the practical training scheme run jointly by the 
Federation of Civil Engineering Contractors and the Institution of Civil 
Engineers. A survey by the Federation shows that more than 80 per cent. 
of these men had graduated in engineering before they became indentured 
under the scheme, and experience indicates that graduates usually take about 
five years to qualify. Non-graduates who have to combine their theoretical 
studies with the practical training usually take about eight years. 


During the past two years the number of indentures has risen to over 
160 per year, but of particular interest is the large increase in the number 
of graduates who have become indentured under the scheme. Wherever 
possible, it is to be hoped that this trend will be encouraged because of 
the continuing need for many more qualified engineers. 





Early Planning 


ywure the building boom shows no signs of slowing down in Australia, 

its accompanying problems —traffic and transport, unsightliness, outward 
sprawl, high prices, sewerage lag—have been intensified by the lack of overall 
planning. Most experts in Australia seem to be agreed on the need for a 
comprehensive plan for inner city development for all that country’s large 
cities, and there are signs that Sydney, for instance, is now taking its planning 
problem in hand with a scheme of concentration—proper development in the 
inner city- decentralisation-—-satellite towns. 


The problems associated with Australia’s building are not very different 
from those of other countries, as a correspondent reports elsewhere in this 
issue. But the important thing is for responsible authorities everywhere to 
realise the necessity for proper planning at the earliest stage possible. It is 
a pity this was not fully appreciated in the United Kingdom many years ago. 
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ROSS BY-PASS 
OPENED 


Prestressed Bridge 


Spans River Wye 


IPHE opening last Saturday of the Ross 

By-pass now enables traffic from 
South Wales for the Midlands to move 
freely past the town of Ross from the 
new Wilton roundabout at the junction 
of the Ross-Hereford (A.49) and Ross- 
Monmouth (A.40) roads, along the By- 
pass to the Ledbury (A.449) road and 
to the commencement of the Ross 
Motorway which will be opened before 
the end of the year. 

Although not a part of the motorway, 
the by-pass is an essential part of the 
motorway scheme, with 24ft. carriageways, 
a 13ft. central reservation and _ hard 
shoulders. 

An embankment 2,000ft. long, rising to 
a height of 33ft. carries the by-pass across 
the flood plain of the River Wye. The 
river is crossed by the Bridstow Bridge, 
a graceful prestressed concrete structure 
353ft. long, with a central span of 203ft. 


Ross By-pass 


The by-pass, over two miles long, starts 

at the new Wilton roundabout and from 
there crosses the flood plain of the River 
Wye on an embankment through which 
seven flood relief arches are provided, and 
over the River Wye by the Bridstow 
Bridge. 
_ After crossing this bridge the by-pass 
is carried over the Ross-Hereford railway 
and a minor road by the Homs Road 
Bridge which is a two-bay portal frame 
bridge in reinforced concrete. It then 
enters a rock cutting 35ft. deep before 
passing under the Ross-Brampton Abbotts 
toad bridge; this is a two-span hollow 
slab concrete bridge, the deck of which is 
seated on rubber bearings.

The by-pass next joins the Ross-Ledbury 
road (A.449) which for about half a mile 
has been reconstructed with dual carriage- 
ways and which connects to the motorway, 
where there is also a connection with the 
road to Ledbury and the Ross-Newent 
road. 

Bridstow Bridge 


This bridge is a three-span structure with 
a total length of 353ft.: it has a 203ft. 
clear span in the centre and two approach 
spans each 75ft. long. 

The bridge structure carries the dual 
carriageway and is supported by two re- 
inforced concrete piers, one on either side 
of the river, and reinforced concrete abut- 
ments which also terminate the structure 
at either end. 

The deck consists of prestressed concrete 
approach and cantilever spans supporting 
the prestressed concrete suspended span. 

There are nine main beams, intercon- 
nected by reinforced concrete diaphragms, 
which suppor: the reinforced concrete 
deck slab. 

The decks are topped by a concrete 
screed laid to falls covered by a bituminous

sheeting water-proofing membrane pro- 
tected by quarry tiles; The bridge deck is 
then surfaced with hot rolled asphalt. 

The dual carriageway on the bridge is 
divided down the centre by a strip of pre- 
cast concrete paving slabs flanked by 
concrete kerbs. A similarly paved strip 
extends along each side of the bridge, 
terminated at their outer edges by con- 
crete kerbs in which railings of tubular 
steel are set. 

The mass concrete pier foundations are 
continuous and extend some 1lé6ft. below 
the level of the river banks to a bed of 
red sandstone rock. The upper parts of 
the pier foundations and the abutments on 
either side are faced with random rough 
square quarry-faced ashlar. The _ re- 
remainder of the concrete structure is left 
exposed and given a surface texture by 
point tooling. 


Road Construction 
As previously stated, the by-pass has 
twin carriageways each 24ft. wide with 
flush marginal kerb lft. wide on each side 
of both carriageways, The central reserva-

Notebook... 


HE circular issued by the Ministry of 
Housing advising local planning 
authorities on the various ways in which 
they can go about making more land avail- 
able for development, particularly housing, 
will no doubt cause a certain amount of 
flutterings in the planners’ dovecots, 

Those neatly drawn up, coloured maps 
will need to be substantially revised in 
some areas if people are to have homes 
in places reasonably accessible to the areas 
where their work lies. 

The circular may give added impetus 
to an idea which has been gaining a 
certain amount of ground in recent months. 
It is that many local authorities could 
solve their land problems if only they 
would devise schemes whereby groups of 
older-type properties, too big for modern 
living habits, could be purchased by them 
and the co-operation of local building 
organisations sought to clear and lease 
them, 

This would be a big challenge to, and 
a big opportunity for, the private house- 
builders.. Mr. Frank Russon, chairman 
of the Birmingham firm of C. Bryant and 
Son, Ltd., sees it that way, anyway. 
Quoting Moseley, one of Birmingham’s 
older and once exclusive suburbs, as an 
example, he considers that if the Corpora- 
tion of Birmingham could acquire the land, 
and having acquired it invite builders to 
buy or lease it—provided they undertook 
to carry out the planned development laid 
down by the Corporation—a big contribu- 
tion could be made towards making more 
effective use of areas already designated 
for residential purposes. 

At the present time the Birmingham Cor- 
poration propose to acquire 17 acres of 
land at Moseley, but so far there seems 
to be no move in the direction suggested 
by Mr. Russon. 

Clearly this is not the kind of venture 
on which most building firms can embark 
on their own. The high cost of land 
and the difficulty and expense of nego- 
tiating with a large number of individual 
owners make development on this scale 
too large for all but a few contractors to 
contemplate. Comprehensive redevelop- 
ment in existing urban areas is a task for 
local authorities and building firms acting 
together. In towns all over the country 
there are thousands of acres of virtually 
derelict property and I commend to the 
local authorities concerned Mr. Russon’s 
reasonable suggestion that they acquire the 
sites, the planners say what they want to 
put on them and the builders be called in 
to do the job. 


HILE Mr. Russon struggles to find 
building space in the towns let 
me now turn to Mr. Dudley Glanfield, who 
describes himself as “the fighting farmer 
of Windlesham.” He is struggling to find 
space for building in the countryside. 
Recently he lost an appeal for permission 
to build about 200 houses on part of his 
Twelve Oaks Farm. Although the Ministry 
inspector recommended approval subject 
to there being fewer houses per acre the 
Minister dismissed the appeal because the 
land was within an area being considered 
for the extension of the green belt. 
What has got Mr. Glanfield’s goat is 
that since then permission has been given 
for the erection of a large building, which 
he alleges is a luxury mansion, with hard 
tennis court, on about six acres of Lord 
Trefgarne’s neighbouring farm. After 
writing to the Ministry on this Mr. Glan- 
field was told that the building was re- 
quired “in connection with the working 
of an agricultural holding.” Mr. Glanfield 
has protested that the “mansion” when 


completed will have over 70 windows and 
could never by any stretch of imagination 
be termed a farm house. 

All very interesting, isn’t it? 

I learn that Lord Trefgarne’s application 
for outline permission to build was granted 
by Bagshot R.D.C. and plans for the farm 
house and farm office were approved five 
months later. The plans were supported 
by the Ministry of Agriculture on agri- 
cultura] grounds. 

In this case I have not the least doubt 
that there is a great deal to be said on 
both sides, but I cannot help having some 
sympathy for Mr. Glanfield’s plea for a 
Bill to implement recominendations of the 
Franks Committee to the effect that every 
citizen should have the right to go to a 
properly constituted Court of Appeal from 
any public inquiry, tribunal or Minister's 
decision, 


HY do skilled men leave the building 
trade? The question may surprise 
many readers but there are reports in 
some areas of an unending drift of skilled 
building workers into unskilled jobs in 
other industries. It is claimed that they 
can earn more as unskilled works in these 
other industries than they can as skilled 
men in building. This I do not believe. 
Although there may be a considerable 
amount of concern in some building firms 
—and I notice that Doncaster is one of 
the areas—about the numbers of men they 
are losing I can assure them that they 
are not losing their workers because of 
higher rates of pay. They may, however, 
be losing them to other industries because 
there is the opportunity for bigger wage 
packets. That’s a_ different matter. 
Factory hours with artificial lighting and 
no stoppages or putting off for bad weather 
sometimes persuade men to change jobs. 
But the benefits are transitory. As soon 
as a big order has been got out of the 
way manufacturing firms lose little time 
in putting off their surplus workers. 
Although building is a casual industry it 
is many years since building firms have 
shown anything like the same readiness 
to relinquish the services of their regular 
men, 

A more likely factor influencing the 
drift from building to other industries is 
that of age. Building is a fairly tough job 
and by the time they are 40 or 45 some 
men are tempted at times to seek less 
strenuous ways of earning a living. In 
any case, by comparison with other in- 


dustries, building has always been a 
“young” industry and is likely to re- 
main so. 


If there are firms which are losing men 
in large numbers I would suggest that they 
hesitate to jump to the conclusion that it 
is due to the bigger wage packets available 
elsewhere. It is not always the “big 
penny” which persuades a building worker 
to leave his firm and trade. Recognition 
of services and opportunities for promotion 
and advancement—or rather the lack of 
them—are more often than not the true 
reasons, 


HAT are the repair costs on small 
dumpers used on building sites? 

The answer may shock some readers. The 
new price for small dumpers is round 
about £350, but it is not unusual for 
repairs to cost £150 a year or more. Why 
is this? Is it that the machines are badly 
made in the first instance? Is it that their 
design is ill suited to the necessarily rough 
conditions experienced in building work? 
Or is it that these excessive repair costs 
are primarily due to indifferent care and 
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maintenance by those responsible for their 
day-to-day operation? 

These questions, or rather the answers 
to them, are of some importance, for the 
contribution which these machines make 
to modern building operations is con- 
siderable. That in itself is a part answer 
to the questions on whether the machines 
are suitably designed and made for their 
job, If they were not they would not be 
so popular. 

Mr. W. Burton, of Wates’ plant depart- 
ment, says that most of the high repair 
costs go in tyres, transmission units and 
steel plates. The department reckons that 
most of the damage is done as a result 
of bumping up and down kerbs or other 
obstructions causing bursting and splitting 
of tyres and tubes, poor lubrication ruin- 
ing gearboxes, driving axles and steering 
boxes, and careless towing of mixers and 
other plant leading to split and buckled 
steel plates. 

Driving a dumper efficiently and main- 
taining it in good running order is not 
a job to be entrusted to someone who can 
merely drive. A certain amount of care 
is needed to select the right type of people 
for this kind of job, and if the estimated 
repairs costs I have mentioned are to be 
avoided some steps should be taken within 
individual firms to provide elementary in- 
struction on handling and maintenance for 
the men concerned, Plant replacement in 
building is necessarily high, but that is 
no reason why common sense should not 
be used to minimise it as much as 
possible. 


N 1883 Arthur Frederick Dandridge

This family firm is a thriving under- 
taking and Mr. L. A. Dandridge, the 
present managing director, who has kindly 
supplied me with these details, is justly 
proud of his family’s association with a 
business which celebrates its golden 
jubilee this week. I take this opportunity 
to wish him and all his colleagues at 
Greenwich every success for the future. 


N .somewhat the same vein I should 
like to offer my best wishes to Tony 
Burnham, the 18-year-old son of a Burgess 
Hill, Sussex, builder who is off to 
Barcelona shortly to represent Great 
Britain in an_ international junior brick- 
laying competition. 

He tells me that he laid his first brick 
when he was 11 and ever since he has 
been giving his father a hand on his jobs. 

I don’t know what the prizes are in 
this competition, but with recent events 
in Rome in mind, another gold medal 
would help to cheer us all on our way 
during the forthcoming winter.

BASE CONSTRUCTED 


But Future Still Undecided 


NOMETIME during the next few 

weeks an official announcement 
is expected on the Government’s future 
missile development programme. Mean- 
while, speculation continues about the 
prospects for the multi-million pound 
Spadeadam Rocket Establishment 
which has been built in Cumberland 
for the purpose of the “Blue Streak,” 
the British ballistic missile now aban- 
doned by the Government as a military 
weapon. 

The Establishment is situated on the 
Cumberland Fells, about 20 miles north- 
east of Carlisle, and covers approximately 
10,000 acres. It comprises five main areas, 
three of which are test areas for the static 
testing of the complete missile, propulsion 
units, and of the rocket engine component 
parts respectively. 

As a safety measure these areas are 
separated by distances of up to 1} miles. 
This dispersion has required the construc- 
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tion of six miles of 
road connecting the 
“Areas” on the 
Establishment. 

The Missile Test 
Area comprises two 
missile test stands 
each with a traversing 
servicing tower on 
which the missiles are 
statically tested in- 
cluding the firing of 
the propulsion units. 

By means of the gantry incorporated in 
the servicing tower, the missile is erected 
into the vertical firing position on the 
massive concrete emplacement situated at 
the end of a 300ft. concrete causeway. 
Built into the emplacement is a steel flame 
deflector weighing nearly 70 tons for de- 
flecting to the horizontal plane the jets of 
the rocket motors. 

The large quantity of water required to 
maintain the temperature of the deflectors 
at a safe temperature level is pumped 
to the test stands via 36in. diameter pipe-

lines supplied from a 1,000,000 gallon 
reservoir situated adjacent to the Missile 
Test Area. 

Tests are instrumentated and controlled 
remotely from a reinforced concrete central 
block house situated approximately 1,000ft. 
from the test stands. 


Engine Test Area 


This area, in which the individual pro- 
pulsion units are test fired, consists of four 
engine test stands spaced 250ft. apart. Each 
stand consists of a massive concrete and 


~ 
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steel structure in which the liquid propel- 
lant rocket engines are mounted to fire 
downwards into a water-cooled flame de- 
flector which deflects the flame into the 
horizontal plane. The quantity of water 
used for cooling, storage facilities and 
transfer systems is similar to that pro- 
vided in the Missile Test Area, 

At a distance of 600ft. from the nearest 
Engine Test Stand is the Control Block 
House constructed of 2ft. thick reinforced 
concrete. An underground concrete duct, 
7ft. square and 1,100ft. in length, inter- 
connects the test stands with the control 
room for the routeing of approximately 
8,000 instrumentation and control cables. 

Prior to the testing of the rocket engine 
as a complete unit, the sub-assemblies of 
component parts of the engine are cali- 
brated and tested separately in the 
“Component Test Area.” It comprises 
nine individual concrete test cells con- 
structed around a central block house. 


Water Supply 


As the large quantity of process water 
required for cooling and as storage for 
fire-fighting requirements throughout the 
Establishment could not be met from the 
local boreholes, which are sufficient for 
domestic purposes only, supplies are 
pumped from the River Irthing via three 
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miles of pipelines to two centrally located 
1,000,000 gallon storage tanks, from which 
the individual test area storage reservoirs 
are replenished and the fire mains supplied. 

Great care has to be exercised in the 
prevention of any contamination of the 
soil and rivers in the area; to ensure this 
the process water in the test areas and from 
certain of the process laboratories in the 
Establishment is contained in concrete 
spillways and lagoons, or in special tanks, 
whence it is passed through comprehensive 
chemical treatment plants and, as in the 
case of the test areas, returned to storage 
for subsequent re-use. A sewage plant 
deals with domestic sewage. 


Design and Planning 


The construction of Spadeadam Rocket 
Establishment was undertaken by the 
Ministry of Works acting as the agents for 
the Ministry of Aviation who determined 
what the main principles and major test 
facilities should be, stipulating the number 
of test stands required and the extent of 
the safety circles appropriate to each type. 

Under this broad directive the Ministry 
of Works planned the site so that those 
test facilities having the maximum use and 
the maximum number of workers would be 
the most easily accessible; but the pre- 
sence of suitable load-bearing ground, on

DARTFORD-PURFLEET TUNNEL APPROACH 
Sir John Jackson Awarded £758,755 Contract 


HE Minister of Transport has 

awarded a £758,755 contract to 

Sir John Jackson, Ltd., London, S.W.1, 

for the construction of the southern 

approach road to the Dartford-Purfleet 
Tunnel. 


The approach road starts at a two-level 
junction with Princes Road, Dartford (A.2), 
with underpasses and slip roads to 
eliminate cross-traffic. From this junction, 
the road will curve northward to the 
tunnel entrance. It will pass under 
Watling Street (A.296) and London Road 
(A.226) and over the North Kent lines of 
British Railways. Earthworks include 
about 330,000 cu. yd. of open excavations 
and the construction of floodbanks, etc. 

As officially announced elsewhere in this 


issue, tenders are now being invited for 


the completion of the tunnel itself. This 
contract will entail: 
Furnishing the tunnel (about 1,560yd. 


long) with a concrete lining and a rein- 
forced concrete road-deck with paving and 
footways; finishing the wall with mosaic 
tiles, and providing a suspended ceiling; 
construction of two ventilation buildings 
and shafts; installation of equipment for 
electrical distribution, pumping, lighting 
and other services; paving and completion 
of the open cut approaches to the tunnel, 
each about 210yd. long. 

The schemes as a whole, including the 
approaches, will cost more than £llm. 
and is expected to be completed in 1962. 
The consulting engineers are Mott, Hay 
and Anderson, Westminster, S.W.1. 
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which the heavy test stands could be 
located, had also to be taken into account, 

In addition, the areas selected for the 
separate test facilities, extending to the 
limits of their danger circles, had to be 
such that the use of one facility would not 
interfere with the use of others. More- 
over, the constructional programme for 
both civil works and engineering equip- 
ment had to be purposely framed to pro- 
duce the test facilities in the sequence 
needed by the occupying organisations. 

All these various aspects had to be 
achieved with the over-riding factor in 
mind that the work was to be done as in- 
expensively as possible, particularly in 
regard to road costs. 

Preliminary site plans were agreed on 
during detailed discussions between the 
two Ministries and the organisations con- 
cerned. Subsequently, a basic programme 
was prepared which offered the various 
facilities in the sequence and at the dates 
fitting in with the main Blue Streak pro- 
gramme. 

The nature of the project dictated the 
need for contracting on a prime cost basis 
and the successful tenderer, as reported 
previously in The Contract Journal, was a 
consortium (later a company) of British 
Oxygen, Ltd., and George Wimpey and 
Co., Ltd. 

Subject to security clearance, it is pro- 
posed to describe the construction of the 
Spadeadam scheme in our next issue.

tion is 15ft. wide including marginal kerbs 

and the hard shoulders 8ft. wide. 

The sub-base consists of a crushed stone 
(maximum size 3in.) varying in thickness 
from Qin.-10in. dependent on the forma- 
tion which varies from rock cuts to fills. 

On this are laid, by Barber-Greene 
spreaders, two 4in. layers of lean concrete 
with 3 per cent. cement, the top layer 
being sprayed with a bitumen emulsion 
for curing purposes.

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STATICS CAN COME ALIVE IN THE HANDS 


OF AN ENGINEER 


By Sir Alfred Pugsley, 0.B.£., F.R.s.* 


EXTBOOKS on statics, even when 
intended for schoolboys, - still 
seem to retain something of that air 
of formality and detachment associated 
with Victorian works on geometry. 
Forces are very disembodied and act 
either on infinitely small particles or 
on strictly rigid bodies. And _ this 
climate, I fear, still reflects, and is 
reflected in, the teaching of statics in 
schools. 


There may be a certain cold grace about 
such a formalisation of statics, but it 
smacks of death rather than life. In the 
real world, all bodies are finite and deform- 
able, and even breakable; and they are not 
just “ bodies” subject to forces of un- 
defined nature, but are bridges, sky- 
scrapers, ships and aeroplanes carrying 
real loads due to people and vehicles and 
goods, and having to withstand wind and 
wave and earthquake. In such an atmos- 
phere, the practical one of the engineer, 
statics takes on a new interest and a new 
life. 

It is in the belief that too seldom is 
statics given a chance to show not only 
its grace, but its practical liveliness and 
power, that I have chosen the subject of 
my address. 


Frameworks 


Most sixth form schoolboys with a 
scientific bias, and all engineers, gain some 
familiarity with the way in which a frame, 
such as a roof truss or bridge girder of 
lattice type, is analysed for design pur- 
poses. The frame is treated as a structure 
with all its members in one plane and the 


joints where the members intersect are 
imagined to be smoothly pinned. The 
forces acting on the frame, whether 
due to gravity or wind, are’ then 
estimated and treated as concen- 
trated at the joints. For the set of ex- 


ternal forces so determined it is then easy, 
though somewhat lengthy, to calculate the 
internal forces—the pushes and pulls—in 
all the members of the frame. If the 
Structure is to withstand the external 
forces, each joint must be in equilibrium; 
thus the forces acting at a joint—the ex- 
ternal ones and the internal actions in the 
members intersecting there—can be calcu- 
lated graphically or analytically by the 
application of the classical “ polygon of 
forces” rule of statics. 

This approach to the design of a plane 
frame, which started in this country early 
last century, has since been developed into 
systematic graphical and analytical pro- 
cesses that are still widely used in design 
today. But there were within it two snags 
that have over the years caused heart 
searchings among engineers and drawn 
occasional contributions from mathema- 
tcians. Both relate to the arrangement of 
the members in the structure, though in 
different ways. 

If we examine an ordinary railway bridge 
truss, we will find commonly that the 
members are arranged in a repeated pattern 
leaving open triangular spaces. Thus the 
top and bottom booms of the truss may be 
parallel and the members joining them be 
alternatively vertical and inclined, to form 
what is called an N truss. This sort of 
Construction, if truly pin-jointed, leads to 
what is known as a just-stiff frame; that is, 
if you take any one member away, the 
frame loses its stiffness and becomes a

mechanism with one degree of freedom and 
so will collapse under any external loading 
tending to excite such motion. On the 
other hand, if you add a member, as for 
example a supplementary diagonal member, 
the structure remains stiff, but what now 
happens is that one can no longer analyse 
it by the principles of classical statics 
alone. The condition that all the joints 
must be individually in equilibrium gives 
insufficient equations for the calculation 
of the internal loads in all the members. 
The structure is then said to have a “ re- 
dundant” member; and some practical 
structures have many such. 

There is another form of redundancy 
common among frames: that due to ex- 
ternal constraint. If we return to our 
railway bridge, we shall commonly find 
at least in the older bridges—that one end 
of the truss is supported by a heavy pinned 
joint, while the other rests on rollers to 
allow, for example, freedom for thermal 
expansion longitudinally. This arrange- 
ment, however, has other effects. At the 
pin, if smooth, the support reaction can 
have two components, as vertical and hori- 
zontal; at the rollers, if frictionless, only 
one reaction (vertical) is possible. Thus 
when we come to consider the equilibrium 
of the truss as a whole, we have three 
unknown reactions to determine; for this, 
we have the three equations of equilibrium, 
corresponding to the balance of forces in 
the vertical and horizontal directions and 
of moments in the plane of the truss. But 
had we pinned both ends of the truss we 
should have had more unknowns than we 
could determine in this way by classical 
statics; we should have had a redundant 
reaction. 

The calculation of such redundant 
actions, whether internal or at the sup- 
ports, has been a problem and a battle- 
ground for engineers over the past 100 
years. If we assume that we want to study 
the structure under elastic conditions, that 
is, loading conditions such that all the 
members remain elastic and return to their 
original configuration on removal of the 
loading, then the problem is one essentially 
of arguing that not only is every joint in 
equilibrium but that the forces in its 
members produce extensions and shorten- 
ings therein that are themselves consist- 
ent with the continuity of the frame as a 
whole and with its supports. Indeed, as 
was first pointed out by Clebsch in his 
famous book on elasticity in 1862, the 
whole problem can be transformed by 
regarding it not as one directed towards 
the solution of unknown forces, but as 
one seeking the component displacements 
of the joints. In these terms there are 
always as many equations available as there 
are unknowns. 

Over the last century there have been 
in the early theory of frames two snags to 
worry engineers, one is the question of 
redundancies; the other is the question of 
how best to arrange the members from an 
economy standpoint. When designing a 
frame we have, in general, to transmit a 
load or system of loads from given points 
to given supports, and one would like to 
know how to do this with economy of 
material. We can see the immediate res- 
ponse of engineers to this problem in the 
variety of frame arrangements used for 
almost the same job: the many different 
forms of roof trusses and bridge trusses 
developed last century all point to prac- 
tical efforts towards the solution of this 
“best frame” problem. A guiding factor 
has been the idea that compression 
members, naturally liable to bow, should 
be kept as short as possible, and that ten- 
sion members, free from this trouble and 
for which specially high strength materials 


(like wire) are available, should be the 
longer and more numerous. A _ suc- 
cession of practical rules have been in- 
vented to aid economical design here; 
perhaps the best known last century was 
the rule that said economy in a girder 
was achieved by ensuring that, at the 
finish, the weight of its upper and lower 
booms was closely the same as the weight 
of its web members (the verticals and 
diagonals in an N truss). In this century, 
designers are well aware that a bridge 
girder excessively deep or excessively 
shallow will be uneconomic. Only 
in recent years has a more scientific 
return to this problem appeared. In 1958, 
H. L. Cox noticed that a theorem of 
Michell, based on an earlier one by Clerk 
Maxwell, could be used constructively to 
provide, for a given load and support 
system, a “ best frame ” arrangement. This 
at least is the theoretical position, though 
the actual process is difficult and has only 
been worked out in a few cases. The 
results look strange to the framework 
designer, at least until he remembers his 
predisposition to tension members rather 
than compression members. It seems, in 
the long run, as if the spider is the ideal 
frame designer; he uses the supports and 
the structure behind them (the branches of 
the bush) to provide his compression 
needs, and builds his web-frame with “fans” 
of tension members. But the method so far 
developed on these lines lacks provision 
for other practical factors; in general, for 
example, we have not only a given set of 
loads and supports, but are restricted to a 
given space within which to construct our 
structure. 


I have so far been discussing the statics 
of frames as though frames’ were 
restricted to plane frames; whereas 
space frames are sometimes used 
and present all the problems. of 
frameworks par excellence. By a space 
frame I do not mean here the kind of 
frame in three dimensions that is con- 
structed by an assembly of plane frames, 
as in the triangular framework of a radio 
mast or the rectangular frame of a tall 
building. I mean the sort of frame that is 
conceived as a space structure from the 
start and so unlikely to have more than a 
few of its members in any one plane. We 
have few examples of such structures in 
this country; some domes on the Conti- 
nent are proper space frames, but the best 
examples occurred in airship structures in 
Germany, England and the U.S.A. in the 
1920’s and 1930’s. In the course of this 
development the engineers concerned 
realised how little classical statics had 
done for them in this ambitious field, and 
strove, with the help of mathematicians 
and geormeters, to advance the theory of 
space frames to cope with the new practical 
needs. Old theorems relating to the ade- 
quacy or redundancy of plane frames had 
to be replaced by new ones—even now less 
comprehensive than one would like—for 
space frames. Southwell, with his flair 
for intriguing titles, produced new pro- 
cesses such as “The Device of the Separate 
Panel "—little known today—-and his much 
more general “ Relaxation” methods in 
the course of this work. And Roxbee Cox 
charmed us with his excursion into the 
nature of just-stiff space frames—still un- 
surpassed or substantially extended—* On 
the synthesis and analysis of simply-stiff 
frameworks ” (1936). 


Here we are at the frontiers of our 
knowledge of frames. No new wave of 
interest has arisen of sufficient intensity 
to push much further ahead. And at the 
back of the problem is the rarity of find- 
ing anyone among engineers or mathe 
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maticians who thinks natural and con- 
structively in three dimensions. Much was 


done in Germany at the end of the last 
century; England and America had an 
airship heyday; a new generation must 
take the next steps. Until that happens 
we seem doomed to see “plane frame” 
structures all about us, when many of us 
feel sure that structurally and aesthetically 
better things could be achieved. 


Suspension Bridges 


Bridge designers are all looking forward 
to the completion of the first great sus- 
pension bridge in this country—that over 
the Forth—and hoping with South Wales 
and Bristol, to see the start of one over 
the Severn. To them, and I suspect to 
many schoolboys in the next generation, 
the large suspension bridge presents a 
challenge that, given the opportunity, few 
could resist. If statics can do any good in 
the world, here is something it can do with 
pride. 

The theory of the suspension chain and 
cable, whether viewed as a parabola or as 
a catenary, is something that has intrigued 
engineers and mathematicians for over 
200 years. Most engineers, and many 
schoolboys, are able to discuss. the 
mechanics of such a chain loaded only by 
its own weight, or by some uniformly dis- 
tributed loading hung upon it. But one 
has only to try to determine the behaviour 
of such a cable under a single concen- 
trated load to realise the real difficulties 
of the problem. Thus it has taken the 
sustained efforts of many able workers in 
this field to build up even an approximate 
theory of suspension bridges. And this 
has been paralleled over the last two 
centuries by the extension and improve- 
ment of the practice of construction. 

Rankine, helped by the practice of 
Telford and Brunel and the model experi- 
ments of Barlow—all great names in 
English engineering history—produced (in 
1858) the first scientific theory that made 
some allowance for the interaction of chain 
and stiffening girder appropriate to the 
spans (up to 200ft.) of his day. But his 
theory, and those that followed upon it, 
treated such bridges essentially as elastic 
structures, with the cables liable to stretch 
and the girders liable to bend. It took the 
physical intuition of the designer of Brook- 
lyn Bridge—Roebling—to realise that the 
weight of the bridge itself (in most bridges 
a nuisance) was a “good thing” that 
could in the limit (with large spans) do all 
the stiffening that was required. 

The great George Washington Bridge, 
with its eight lines of traffic over a 3,500ft. 
span, but without any stiffening girders, 
has for long stood as a monument to the 
theory that was developed out of Roeb- 
ling’s hunch. Here was a piece of statics 
that bridge engineers had forgotten about: 
you load a bridge at any one point, the 
structure “gives” a little and the load 
moves downwards and so loses potential 
energy. In most structures, this energy 
is stored in the structure as “strain energy” 

-energy in elastic form associated with 
stretchings, shortenings and bendings of 
members of the structure—that will cause 
the structure to spring back to its original 
geometry when the load is removed. But 
in suspension bridges (and in small un- 
noticed degree in some other structures) 
the relative inextensibility of the cables 
commonly forces the structure, when 


loaded and deflected downwards at 
one point, to rise at many _ other 
points. So the structure itself, in- 


stead of slightly losing potential energy 
by the downward movement, actually gains 
potential energy; and with heavy long span 
bridges this gain may be substantial. Thus 
if you pull downwards on a suspension 
bridge much of the resistance is not elastic 
in the usual way, but is really due to 
gravity. This was, until quite recently, 
only appreciated by the few designers of 
the latest large bridges. 

We thus have, added to the problems of 
the irregularly loaded catenary, the wider 
problems of the action of a stiffening girder 
and the partition of energy between the 
elastic and gravity potential forms: a non- 
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linear problem in statics still worthy of 
engineering scientists and still calling for 
further improvement. 


Tubes and Shells 


All engineers have at some time or 
another been interested, at least mildly, in 
some problem of elastic stability. Last 
century, with the coming of metal con- 
struction, few could refrain from having 
views on the column or strut problem: 
on how to predict, or provide against, in- 
stability in compression. In the first half 
of this century, in somewhat the same way 
and at least from aeronautical contacts 
during the wars, many engineers have be- 
come aware of the buckling problems of 
thin plates in compression or shear. These 
are all essentially, whether the material is 
elastic or not, problems of static stability. 

In the early days of higher technical 
education, the Central Technical College 
at Finsbury, with a staff including 
Silvanus P. Thomson and John Perry, was 
of high repute and became, indeed, the 
forerunner of Imperial College, London. 
The textbooks prepared by the staff at 
Finsbury were, for their time, of high 
standard and widely used. In one of the 
best known of these books, Perry’s Applied 
Mechanics (1897), there is a short section 
dealing with the problem of the tubular 


strut, in which the advantages to be 
gained by “inflating’’ such tubes are 
emphasised. 


With this in mind, let us turn and look 
first at the problem of the thin tube (un- 
pressurised) in compression. In the First 
World War such tubes became common in 
aeroplane structures, and this, together 
with advances in methods of manufacturing 
these tubes—-drawing, extruding, rolling 
and welding-—led to great interest in pre- 
dicting and preventing premature local 
buckling of the walls of such tubes when 
in compression. There is clearly a great 
advantage with such struts in using, for a 
given length of column, as large a dia- 
meter as possible to prevent general bow- 
ing; but when this is done, for a given 
cross-sectional area of metal, the tube 
walls may become so thin as to precipi- 
tate local buckling and- crumpling in the 
manner of an open-ended paper tube. 

In 1914, Southwell investigated the 
theory of local buckling of this kind, 
examining the stability of the walls by 
considering the effect of a generalised 
small elastic sinusoidal deformation of the 
walls. His result, as was shown by parallel 
experimental work by Andrew Robertson, 
was of the right general form, though in 
practice buckling occurred at roughly one- 
third of the theoretical critical value. The 
difficulty of making at that time thin 
enough tubes adequately to check this 
theory (a wall thickness preferably less, 
than 1/100th of the diameter was required), 
together with previous experience of the 
effects of initial irregularities on solid 
strut behaviour, gave rise to the idea that 
this major numerical difference between 
theory and experiment arose from the in- 
evitable departures in a real tube from 
true cylindrical form. And so the matter 
stood until fairly recently. 

During the last war, however, when 
aeroplanes no longer used circular tubes 
so much as curved metal plates in com- 
pression, the same sort of discrepancies 
between test and theory again arose re- 
peatedly, and Von Karman in the U.S.A., 
and Leggett here, opened up a new ap- 
proach, They argued that, although initial 
irregularities might be partly responsible, 
the main cause might be found in the 
inadequacies of the linear theory used by 
Southwell for what might be essentially a 
non-linear problem. 

It had long been observed, for instance, 
that the walls of thin tubes, when buckling, 
moved inwards more than outwards, yet 
the linear theory gave no account of this, 
and indeed assumed equal amplitudes in 
both directions. With difficulty, but with 
considerable success, they showed that a 
non-linear theory, treating the amplitudes 
as appreciable compared with the wall 
thickness, not only accounted for the pre- 
dilection to inward buckling but also at 
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least partially accounted for the lower 
critical load found experimentally. 

Since the last war, and_ particularly 
during the last few years, the art of con- 
structing large guided and ballistic missiles 
has advanced this problem further. These 
missiles have as their principal structure, 
very thin tubes of large diameter; and 
these tubes, from the inertia of the missile 
warheads and the thrust of their jets, are 
primarily in compression. Moreover, under 
the military pressure upon industry in this 
field, ways have been found of making 
such tubes with walls not of 1/100th of the 
tube diameter, but of 1/500th or less. In 
these circumstances, the old problem of 
the static stability of a thin tube in com- 
pression came to a head in a vital way. 


Now years ago, Perry, in the textbook 
to which I have referred, advocated the 
use of internal pressure in tubular columns, 
attributing the original idea to Prof, 
Maurice Fitzgerald of Belfast. Perry once 
argued, I believe, that the large columns 
that support the present Charing Cross 
railway bridge over the Thames would have 
been better filled with air than the concrete 
and brickwork actually used! Unbeknown 
to most missile designers, the same idea 
was revived by B. N. Wallis in a proposal 
for a single-span arch across the Thames 
(instead of the present reinforced concrete 
Waterloo Bridge). He proposed to make 
the main members of his arch of tubes 
filled with air under pressure, this being 
done partly to postpone buckling and 
partly to control the overall deflections of 
the bridge under load. Some tests on tubes 
so pressurised were at the time carried out 
under Professor Redshaw at Birmingham, 
but the internal pressure, beyond putting 
the closed tube into initial tension that 
had first to be overcome by the applied 
compression, appeared to do little to pre- 
vent local buckling. 

Meanwhile, missile designers, ignorant 
of this experience, have gone ahead and 
pressurised their much thinner tubes; and 
by ad hoc tests have shown that pressurisa- 
tion, in their case to the order of one-half 
an atmosphere, has not only provided 
initial tension but successfully postponed 
local buckling. Research into these prac- 
tical results, using missile tubes in a 
systematic series of experiments, has in 
the last few years, in the U.S.A. and at 
Bristol, supported this experience and gone 
far to show the reasons. 

When you pressurise a thin tubular 
column before loading it in compression, 
the first thing that happens is that initial 
irregularities of form (not of wall thick- 
ness) are largely smoothed out; and this 
no doubt helps. But the other, and more 
potent, thing that happens, is that the 
fluid inside resists inward movement and 
sO opposes any tendency for the walls to 
buckle inwards rather than outwards. As 
a result the mode of buckling, ordinarily 
a chequer-board or “square diamond” 
pattern, changes until with high pressure 
the vertical diagonal of the diamond has 
become so shortened relative to the cir- 
cumferential diagonal that the deformation 
becomes not diamond-wise, but circum- 
ferential corrugation-wise, with the bulk 
of the deformation outwards (and so neces- 
sarily plastic rather than elastic). And the 
critical buckling load thus becomes sub- 
stantially greater than for the unpres- 
surised case. With such very thin tubes 
the engineer’s “hunch,” rather than his 
theory, was right. 

In the field of tubes and shells, if we 
restrict attention to stability problems 
rather than strength ones, perhaps the 
most intriguing today is the problem of 
the deep-diving submarine shell. Here 1s 
a shell-like structure not under internal 
pressure and longitudinal compression, but 
primarily under heavy external hydrostatic 
pressure seeking to crush it and its con- 
tents. So long as submarines were thought 
of as surface vessels able, on occasion, to 
hide by diving below to a depth of 100ft. 
or so, the problem of making the hull 
structure withstand the hydrostatic 
pressure was not very difficult. It

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SLIDE CONSTRUCTION USED ON 
£4M. CLYDE GRANARY 


138 Bins Completed in Six Months 


AN extensive new granary built at 
Meadowside, Glasgow, for the 
Clyde Navigation Trust, and costing in 
the region of £4m., was opened recently 
by the Minister of State, Scottish Office, 
Lord Craigton. With a capacity of 
50,400 tons of grain, the structure more 
than doubles the 
present storage 
capacity of the 
Trust’s existing 
granary alongside 
which it has been 
built. 

Although a single 
structure, the new 
building consists of 
three rmhain parts, two 
working houses at 
the extremities and 
the centre silo sec- 
tion containing the 
storage bins. The 
overall length is 
387ft., of which the 
silo section occupies 
315ft. 

The two nine- 
storey working 
houses are 36ft. by 
97ft. by 187ft. high 
and house the main 
items of plant. Access 
to each is provided 
by means of a stair- 
case and electrically 
opgrated lift, a 
machinery hoist also 
being available for 
plant maintenance 
and replacement. The 
ground, first, second 
and eighth floors are 
continuous throughout the full length of 
the building. 

The main section of the building be- 
tween the working houses is 90ft. wide and 
159ft. high, comprising 114 bins each of 
400 tons capacity, L5ft. square by 97ft. 
deep and 24 bins each of 200 tons capa- 
city, 15ft. by 7ft. 6in. and of the same 


depth. The smaller bins are situated 12 
at each end adjacent to the working 
houses. All bins rise from the third floor 


to the eighth floor. 


Workshops, offices, messing facilities 





and main control room are situated in 
an amenities block approximately 135ft. 
long by 12ft. wide cantilevered from the 
first and second floors to the south of the 
silo section. 

The foundation of the building consists 
of a reinforced concrete raft 4ft. thick 


resting upon boulder clay. The framework

of the building is constructed in reinforced 
concrete throughout with a straightforward 
design of columns, beams and floor slabs. 

Bin walls are also constructed in re- 
inforced concrete. The walls of the work- 
ing houses are of cavity construction with 
either facing bricks or precast granite- 
faced slabs on the exterior faces. The 
externgl bin walls are covered with facing 
bricks to give the building a uniform 
appearance and also to provide additional 
protection for the reinforcement in the 
bin walls.

An interesting feature of the construc 
tion is the formation of the 138 storag: 
bins which are erected in six separate 
groups or sections using the system of 
sliding formwork. The timber sliding 
shutters for each section were set up to 
the plan shape of the group of bin walls, 
a working deck fixed to the top of the 
shutters and this assembly jacked up 
vertically on lin. diameter high tensile 
steel rods by means of hydraulic jacks with 
simultaneous fixing of the steel reinforce- 
ment and feeding into the shutters of the 
wet concrete from the working deck as the 
shutters were raised by the jacks, The 
timing of the whole process was such that 
the concrete had set sufficiently to be 
self-supporting by the time it emerged 
from the lower end of the 4ft. deep 
shutters. ‘ 

Once a slide had commenced the work 
proceeded continuously on a 24 hours a 
day basis until it was completed; the 
average time taken to slide each section 
was seven days. No two adjoining sec- 
tions were slid successively and the time 
between the completion of one section and 
start of the nexi was about 34 weeks, the 
whole of the bin cowstruction being com- 
pleted by this method in less than six 
months as against about 18 months if 
the normal “hand over hand” shuttering 
method had been adopted. 

To form the concrete frame and walls 
of the building 25,000 tons of crushed 
whinstone, 16,000 tons of sand, 7,000 
tons of cement and 2,400 tons of steel 
reinforcing rods were used and to provide 
the cladding about 1,000,000 bricks, 12,000 
facing slabs and 25,000 sq. ft. of glazing 
were required. 

The granary was designed by L. G. 
Mouchel and Partners, South Bank House, 
Black Prince Road, London, S.E.11, and 
the whole of the building and civil engi- 
neering work was carried out under the 
direction of Mr. Archd. Thomson, B.Sc., 
M.LC.E., engineer to the Clyde Navigation 
Trust, assisted by Mr. R. Barclay 
Braithwaite, A.M.I.C.E., assistant engineer. 

The main contractors were Holst and 
Co., Ltd., 46 Clarendon Road, Watford, 
Herts. 


£14M. BRISTOL WATER SCHEME 


Work is expected to begin early next 
year on a scheme to obtain water supply 
from the River Severn, the River Cam and 
the River Frome, for the Bristol Water- 
works Company, at an estimated cost of 
£1lim. 

To be known as the Sharpness scheme, 
the project provides for the abstraction of 
18,000,000 gallons a day, to be developed 
to 25,000,000 gallons a day as and when 
required, and involves the construction 
of a 117-mile long trunk main from the 
Sharpness Canal in the Purton area to 
the Severnside works of Imperial Chemical 
Industries. Another main will run from 
the Littleton area to a new purification 
works. The scheme is expected to take 
three or four years to complete. 


WINDSOR RELIEF ROAD 
PLAN REJECTED 


The suggested route for a new Windsor- 
Eton relief road on the Berkshire side of 
the Thames has been rejected by the 
Minister of Transport because it would 
mean the demolition of too much private 
property and would go through a residen- 
tial part of Windsor. 

The Minister suggests in his decision 
that Berkshire C.C. should submit a new 
scheme which would take the road about 
a quarter of a mile west of their original 
proposal and mostly through open country. 


The Devon Water Bill, which proposed 
the regrouping of water undertakings in 
the county under three boards has been

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MINISTER WANTS CAMBRIDGE PLAN 
RECONSIDERED 


Decongestion of Central Area Objective 


Me: HENRY BROOKE, Minister of 
ivi Housing and Local Government, has 
asked Cambridge County Council to re- 
consider their £5m. plan for the redevelop- 
ment of Lion Yard, Cambridge, by the 
provision of a shopping precinct from 
which wheeled traffic would be excluded. 
Other main buildings proposed for the 
area were an underground car park and 
three 10-storey blocks—two for offices and 
the third as an hotel. 

The inspector who held the public 
inquiry last year, accepted the argument 
that the area was ideal for the relocation 
of existing overcrowded uses and the im- 
provement of traffic circulation. The pro 
posals had to be considered against this 
background. His conclusions were: 


(1) that the submitted scheme was 
basically unsound in that it envisaged 
shop and office expansion instead of 
decongestion of the central area 
where commercial expansion was 
neither necessary nor desirable: 

(2) that the accesses to the proposed car 
park were unsatisfactory and _ re- 
quired modification which might 
alter the plan substantially; 


(3) that the submitted plan crowded 
too much development on the site; 


(4) that the boundaries of the proposed 
comprehensive development area 
could not be determined until the 
redevelopment proposals had been 
revised. 


The proposals had been submitted as 
an integrated viable plan which in his 
opinion would not bear piecemeal altera- 
tion. He recommended therefore that 
the whole submission be not approved. 

The letter giving the Minister’s decision 
says that Mr. Brooke considered whether 
he could modify the scheme to preserve 
what was good rather than reject it 
entirely. He decided not to do so because 
any substantial changes would involve the 
council in rethinking the economic aspects 
of the scheme entirely afresh. 

He acknowledged that there might be 
some doubt whether any redevelopment 
scheme for the area could both be an 
assured business success and, at the same 
time, be in the best interests of the plan-

was no more difficult than making 
the circular flue in a _ large boiler 
withstand the pressure of the water and 
steam round it—a stability problem that 
was studied by G. H. Bryan back in 1888. 
But now that submarines, nuclear powered, 
are thought of as living under water, and 
that at much greater depths, matters are 
more difficult. Should the structure be 
just like that of a conventional submarine, 
built as a tube with reinforcing rings at 
intervals? Or, in the extreme, should it 
be constructed as just one thick unrein- 
forced shell in the manner of the cabin of 
Piccard’s bathyscaphe? 

We are here concerned not only with 
elastic stability, whether linear or non- 
linear, but also with such heavy internal 
pressure that danger may arise from the 
metal itself yielding and becoming non- 
linear in its response to compressive stress. 
In parts of such structures, however, 
plasticity might conceivably be an asset in 
some circumstances; Piccard, for example, 
after many trials and experiments, found 
that he could only make the windows of 
his spherical shell—built for submersion 
not to 100ft. or 1,000ft., but to 20,000ft.

Main Objective 


The letter continues: “In his view, the 
main objective in planning the area must 
be to reduce congestion or at least mini- 
mise the increase of congestion in the 
central areas as a whole.

NOTTS. POWER STATION SITE 
INQUIRY 


Proposals by the Central Electricity 
Generating Board to build a power station, 
which would be the largest in Europe, in 
the Nottinghamshire green belt at Holme 
Pierrepont, is to be the subject of a public 
inquiry at Radcliffe-on-Trent on Novem- 
ber 22. 

Since the proposals were first made 
known there have been vigorous protests 
against them. The objectors say that the 
building would be an unwarrantable in- 
trusion into the green belt around Notting- 
ham as well as spoiling the surrounding 
countryside. The station, as_ planned, 
would cover 500 acres, with two chimneys 
600ft. high and eight concrete cooling 
towers each 375ft. high. 


their material should be permanent and 
elastic in favour of making it plastic, lead- 
ing to the occurrence of creep under load 
and hence to the need for occasional re- 
placement. The statics of this deep sub- 
marine problem has been attempted in 
many ways, but is still not solved to the 
satisfaction either of mathematicians or 
engineers. We await more experiment and 
perhaps the new outlook of a future gene- 
ration. Meanwhile, I hope and believe 
that engineers will still go on and make 
successful submarines and _ bathyscaphes, 
while science, in this case statics, chases 
in the rear; a very proper position, on 
occasion, as between engineering and its 
background science. 


Epilogue 

It is common for engineering professors 
today to complain of the teaching of ap- 
plied mathematics.

—and I think it is usually so—it may be due 
to the masters rather than the boys.

where there is a degree of urgency. The 
kind of work for which selective tendering 
is used includes specialist engineering jobs, 
the erection of multi-storey flats and civic 
buildings, and, in some places, schools 
and highway works. 

The Ministries were informed that the 
view expressed by the Association in 1955 
still held good, and that the use of selective 
tendering was essentially a matter on which 
local authorities must exercise judgment 
in the light of all relevant circumstances,

its application to have felt its power and 
constructiveness in practical life? 

But it is not at school alone that applied 
mathematics is taught indifferently. In 
most Universities the engineering under- 
graduates are exposed to the teaching of 
mathematicians mainly concerned with 
mathematical and science students, and in 
very few are the engineering students re- 
quired to take applied mathematics in their 
final degree examinations. 


One learns best, one does best, when 
caught emotionally by the matter in hand, 
and this, I think, goes for pupil, teacher, 
and engineer alike. And in my field it is 
the great structure, the sweep of an aefo- 
plane wing, the placid beauty of an ancient 
bridge, the sleek pride of an ocean-going 
liner, the ethereal grace of a cathedral, 
that first catches the heart-strings of a 
youth and all unbeknown binds him ap- 
prentice for a lifetime. 


To one caught in this way, statics can 
have not only the cold, if dead, beauty 
seen by a mathematician; it can come alive 
in the hands of an engineer and help to 
give birth in the future, as it has in the 
past, to new forms new structures of sef- 
vice to mankind.

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RESTRICTIVE TRADE PRACTICES 
Registrar on Effect of 1956 Act 


EVELOPMENTS under the United 

Kingdom’s Restrictive Trade Prac- 

tices Act was the subject of an address 

given recently in Washington to the 

Antitrust Section of the American Bar 

Association by the Registrar of Restric- 
tive Trading Agreements. 


The Registrar outlined the background 
to the passing of the Restrictive Trade 
Practices Act in 1956. The aftermath of 
the 1914-18 war and the depression of the 
30's had both stimulated the growth of 
price agreements; and during the last war, 
government controls over prices and pro- 
duction and the tendency of government 
to deal with bodies representing entire 
industries, increased the number and scope 
of trade associations. After the war, it 
appeared that many industries contem- 
plated the continuation of restrictive 
agreements as permanent and not emer- 
gency arrangements. Typically these agree- 
ments seemed protective measures against 
the severities of competition rather than 
instruments of exploitation. There was 
therefore not the “apprehension of 
economic slavery’ that was said to exist 
in the United States before the Sherman 
Act; but there was unease about the effect 
of restrictive agreements on the economy, 
and a feeling that some or most of them 
should be ended. 


Value of Publicity 


The 1956 Act did not at once make 
illegal agreements about common prices 


“and discounts, common lists of distributors, 


loyalty rebates, production quotas and the 
like. But it required particulars of them 
to be sent to the Registrar for inclusion in 
a register open to public inspection. The 
purpose of registration was both to pro- 
vide information about the extent and 
nature of current restrictive agreements 
and to expose them to publicity which the 
government thought might in many cases 
cause either whole agreements or the more 
onerous restrictions in them to be aban- 
doned. It did. 


Further, all registered agreements had in 
turn to be considered by the Restrictive 
Practices Court, set up by the Act to 
decide whether each was contrary to the 


public interest or not. The principles 
which the Court should follow in reaching 
its decisions were of course laid down in 
the Act. The main underlying principle is 
that there is a potential damage inherent 
in all restrictive agreements in that com- 
petition is suppressed to the degree pro- 
vided for in each. Thus a restriction was 
to be held contrary to the public interest 
unless it produced positive benefits of a 
kind defined in the Act, and did so with- 
out inflicting more than compensating 
detriment. 


Act’s Effect to Date 


Statistically, the effect of the Act so far 
could be summed wp as follows: 2,300 
agreements have been entered in the 
register—early this month (August, 1960), 
1,030 agreements had come or were 
coming to an end either because the Court 
had found them contrary to the public 
interest, or because the parties abandoned 
them before they were referred to the 
Court; 63 cases before the Court had been 
concluded—-52 had been undefended so 
that the restrictions were held contrary 


to the public interest; 11 had been 
defended and eight of them had 
been found contrary to the _ public 
interest. One had been wholly up- 


held, as had most of a second. One 
minor restriction alone of a third had been 
upheld. Of the 11 contested cases, eight 
had involved price fixing, and two had 
involved discriminatory trading. But most 
had failed to pass the Court’s scrutiny 
because, when the facts had been carefully 
investigated, the Court had not been satis- 
fied of the probability that the public got 
any substantial benefit from their opera- 
tion or would lose any by their disappear- 
ance. In some cases, the Court also found 
that they caused substantial detriment. 

The preparation of cases for the Court 
took from 18 months to three years, and 
there were at present 127 further cases in 
preparation. On past experience, few of 
them would get as far as a trial. There 
were also a large number of registered 
agreements whose fate might be expected 
to depend upon that of others now coming 
to trial. This interdependence partly ex- 
plained why so many had already been 
abandoned. 


CUBITTS’ OCTOBER START AT 
CITY CLEANSING DEPOT 


THE final contract to complete the 

Corporation of London’s £14m. 
Public cleansing depot and wharf is 
scheduled to start on October 17. As 
reported recently, the contractors are 


Holland & Hannen and Cubitts (Great 
Britain), Ltd. 


_ Work on the project originally began 
in September, 1958. The £885,000 con- 
tract awarded to Cubitts includes the 
€rection of an 82ft. high block of offices 
and flats for the Public Cleansing Depart- 
ment. The main section of the depot 
will have three floor levels and a basement, 
and will incorporate a road ramp for 
Vehicles, 

Design of the depot is based on the 
Principle that all refuse will be handled 
ehind dustproof doors under hygienic 
conditions for the operators. Refuse is 
mechanically consolidated and_ sealed 
efore reaching the open air, thus ensuring 


that the surrounding area will be free 
from dust, 


Steel-framed Building 


' The depot will be a steel-framed build 
Ng encased in concrete; foundations and 


steel frame are already completed. Floors 
will be of 104in,. in-situ concrete with brick 
partition walls and the external elevation 
will be in Crowborough facing bricks. Pro- 
vision will be made _ for 
mechanical services. 

The administration block will also be 
steel-framed with 6in. hollow tile floors. 
External elevations will be in stone and 
Crowborough facing bricks. 

The whole project, which is located in 
Upper Thames Street next to Cannon 
Street Station, has been planned and 
designed under the direction of the city 
engineer, Mr. Francis J. Forty, O.B.E., 
B.S.c., M.Inst.C.E., with advice on eleva- 
tional treatment and planning of the 
administration block from Sir Hugh 
Casson, M.A., R.D.I. The electrical and 
mechanical work is to the design of Mr. 
H. A. Sandford, B.A.

The Board of Trade has approved the 
change of name of the Institute of 
Industrial Technicians to the Institute of 
Incorporated Work Study Technologists 
(Limited by guarantee).

Effect on Economy 


Considering the effect of the Act on the 
U.K. economy, the Registrar quoted Judge 
Victor Hansen (then Assistant Attorney 
General concerned with antitrust matters): 
“Antitrust laws cannot compel competi- 
tion: they only make it possible.” The 
existence of a restrictive agreement was at 
least some evidence that the parties did 
not wish to compete. In the U.K., ending 
of some price agreements had been quickly 
marked by price reductions; in other cases 
there had been no immediate change. 
Some industries which had had price agree- 
ments within the Act now had “ open- 
price agreements ” involving only the cir- 
culation of information which were usually 
outside the Act. It remained to be seen 
whether some of these agreements were a 
useful contribution to industrialists’ 
statistical information or a means of exert- 
ing pressure on potential competitors. 


The ending of some restrictive agree- 
ments had also been followed by mergers 

though this was not necessarily a matter 
of cause and effect. Industrialists con- 
sidered that the Act had been a contri- 
butory factor to some mergers; not to 
others. In general, however, there was a 
long way to go on the merger road in most 
U.K. industries before monopoly was 
created. And in a small-unit economy, 
large-scale operation might by greater 
efficiency produce benefits for the con- 
sumer to offset any loss of competition. 


A Case History 


The Registrar concluded with a case 
history. A price agreement about a major 
electrical component was determined in 
April, 1959, before reference to the Court. 
The reasons given by a leader of the in- 
dustry were excess manufacturing capacity 
and the Restrictive Trade Practices Act. 
Severe competition followed and prices 
were stated by several companies to have 
fallen below cost. There were mergers in 
the industry both before and after the end- 
ing of the agreement; but 11 firms remained 
in the business. Late in 1959, one firm 
raised its prices to restore about half the 
cuts it had made. This price leadership 
was followed by others, who also increased 
their prices. 


£4.5M. GLASGOW 
REDEVELOPMENT APPROVED 


Glasgow Corporation housing committee 
have approved plans for the comprehensive 
redevelopment of a further large area of 
Pollokshaws costing £4.5m. They provide 
for the building of four 20-storey and 
seven 16-storey blocks in an area stretching 
from Kennishead Road in the south-west 
to Riverford Road in the north-east. 

The development has been designed by 
Boswell, Mitchell and Johnston, of Glas- 
gow. In May, the corporation approved 
plans for the first development designed 
by J. L. Gleave and Partners. 


A.B.C. PLAN DRIVE-IN CINEMA 


Provision of Britain’s first open-air 
drive-in cinema on a site adjacent to the 
racecourse at Sandown Park, near Esher, 
is planned by Associated British Cinemas. 
The scheme, for which planning permission 
has to be given, has been approved in 
principle by Sandown Park, the owners 
of the site. 

It is understood that the project will be 
typical of the drive-in cinemas currently 
popular in the United States. These con- 
sist of a large open space, with a giant 
screen at one end. The car park in front 
of the screen is ramped so that cars at 
the back get a clear view. 
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BATH ROAD IMPROVEMENTS 
‘NEAR LONDON AIRPORT 


\ ORK is to start soon on another 
scheme to speed-up _ traffic 
between London and London Airport. 
This involves the reconstruction, with 
dual carriageways and pedestrian sub- 
ways, of one mile of the Bath Road 
(A.4) between Cranford Hall Garage 
and Henley’s Corner (where A.4 is 
joined by A.30). 
The Minister of Transport has now 
authorised Middlesex County Council to 
accept the £140,000 tender of William Old, 


Ltd., which had been recommended for 
acceptance (The Contract Journal, 
June 30.) 


The present single carriageway, varying 
between 40ft. and 44ft. in width with 
central refuges, will be replaced by dual 
24ft. carriageways with a 10ft. central 
reservation and 9ft. wide footpaths. 

Because pedestrians have great difficulty 
in crossing this trunk road in Cranford 
village, three subways are being provided 
in advance of the main roadworks. the 
£92,000 contract for these subways was 
placed with Messrs. Leonard Fairclough, 
Ltd., last November, and the work should 
be completed by October. 


£500,000 Improvement Scheme 


The new roadworks form part of a £4m. 
road improvement scheme for the Bath 
Road, between Henley’s Corner and Lon- 
don Airport.

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HYDRAULIC CRANES OVERCOME USS. 


A NUMBER of construction problems 
4 in a recent American contract 
connected with the remodelling of the 
San Francisco-Oakland Bay Bridge were 
surmounted by the use of two mobile 
hydraulic cranes. 

The contract involved the construction 
of new access ramps to the lower level 
of the two-level bridge, relocating main 
support columns under the bridge ap- 
proaches, and reinforcing the upper deck 
sections. 

Criss-crossing ramps, main 
columns which had to be 
halting traffic on the upper level, and 
restricted headroom, ranging from 50ft. 
to 15ft., were difficulties which the con- 
tractor had to overcome, all being further 
complicated by the necessity to erect steel 
scaffolding. 

Unusual construction methods com- 
bined with careful synchronisation of the 
different parts of the contract appeared 
to be the solution, The contractor erected 
scaffolding under the existing approaches 
and simultaneously began work on the 
main support columns, which had to be 
moved to make way for the new access 
ramps; the footings for the ramps; and 
the reinforcing of the upper level deck 
beams. The new access ramps could be 
advanced only as new columns were in 
place, old columns demolished and scaf- 
folding for the beam _ reinforcement 
removed. 

This beam reinforcement was to be 
carried out by prestressing the beams with 
steel rods held in place by Howlett nuts, 
enclosing the beams and rods with con- 
crete, and stressing the rods by tightening 
the Howlett nuts under 50-ton hydraulic 
pressure after the concrete had set. 

The beams, which fit flush with the 
under side of the upper level deck slabs, 
were enclosed with wood forms and these, 
necessarily, were built to within a few 
inches of the under side of the deck slabs. 
This Jeft little space through which con- 
crete could be poured. 

Scaffolding and the restricted headroom 
caused by the slope of the bridge ap- 
proaches made it still more difficult to 
get concrete into the forms. Furthermore,

concrete could not be mixed on the upper 
level and lowered from there as the upper 
level had to be kept open to traffic during 
the entire period of remodelling. 

It was decided that the job called for 
highly manoeuvrable mobile equipment 
that could work under the bridge deck at 
its lowest point, where clearance was only

Hydraulic crane overcomes restricted access problem 


The combination of hydraulic extension, 
swing, raise and manoeuvrability per- 
mitted the contractor to pour concrete 
and position workmen in difficult locations 
under the bridge deck in spite of closely 
spaced steel scaffolding and restricted 
overhead clearances, 


To get the concrete in place on the plat- 
forms, bottom-dump concrete buckets, 
loaded at ground level, were lifted by the 
410 crane and, by use of the telescoping 
and raising boom, passed upwards through 
the small openings between the scaffolding 
to the platform. From the platforms, the 
concrete was placed in the forms by hand 
as the most effective way to ensure placing 
the concrete properly. A total of 1,600 
cu. yd. of concrete, positioned and poured 
in this manner, was needed to enclose the 
beams. 


When the 410 crane was not handling 
concrete, it was used for many other tasks 
involving hard-to-reach places on the job. 
For such work as chipping concrete, demo- 
lition work on old support columns, re- 
moving forms from enclosed beams and 
tightening Howlett nuts to stress re- 
inforcing rods on deck beams, men were 
quickly and safely put into position by 
means of a platform attached to the boom 
tip of the crane. 


The platform was built on the site. 
Four feet wide, 7ft. long and equipped with 
a removable guard rail, the welded steel 
platform was fitted with a line to hold it 
level regardless of the angle of the boom. 
Held to the boom tip by a steel pin, the 
platform could be quickly removed and 
the boom hook easily replaced.

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BUILDING IS BOOMING 


From a Correspondent 


USTRALIANS are finding the grow- 
ing-pains caused by their country’s 
building boom uncomfortable but 
tolerable. The boom, which really got 
under way in the late 50’s, shows no 
signs of slowing down and, on present 
indications, is more likely to accelerate. 
Its accompanying problems -— among 
them traffic and transport, unsightliness, 
outward sprawl, high prices, sewerage 
lag—have been intensified by the lack 
of overall planning. 

What are the facts behind the boom? 
The building industry is a big one by 
Australian standards, .employing just on 
130,000 persons. Though the number em- 
ployed has increased by only 19,000 in the 
last eight years, two-thirds of that total 
gain has occurred in the last 12 months. 
The total value of buildings under con- 
struction at the end of March was 
£A377.1m., a rise of 10 per cent. on the 
previous year. Most of the increase was 
in buildings other than dwellings; the value 
of commercial buildings under construc- 
tion rose by £A30.4m. in a year to 
£A213.5m. 


Hotel Construction 


Probably the most spectacular activity 
is in hotel construction. Until last year 
little had been done to improve or increase 
city hotel accommodation since before the 
war. Now, it seems, the hotel industry 
has set out to make up for 20 years’ stag- 
nation in three years. About £A40m. will 
be spent on building new hotels in the 
major cities of Australia in the next three 
years. This figure includes only the pro- 
jects that have been publicly announced 
or started; others are in the planning stage. 


In Sydney £A20m. of hotel development 
is either under way or will be soon. This 
includes one hotel, the C'ievron, worth 
£A7.75m. In Melbourne the amount is 
£Al5m., including the first stage, worth 
£A5m., of the Melbourne Chevron. When 
the final stage is completed this hotel will 
have cost £Al2m. About £A2m. is to be 





spent in each of the capital cities of 
Adelaide, Brisbane and Perth between now 
and 1962. 


Housing Industry 


Two other interesting aspects of the 
building boom are the development of mass 
building of houses and of large firms carry- 
ing out home improvements. Ten years 
ago the idea of building homes by the 
dozen was regarded as revolutionary. Now 
it is the usual way to get a home. The 
small self-employed builder is on the way 
out and his place has been taken by the 
large firm that buys land, puts in roads, 
footpaths and drainage and even bridges, 
and then builds houses. The biggest builder 
of housing units in Melbourne is now 
erecting £A5m. worth of homes. 

The firms carrying out home improve- 
ments arose because of the shortage of 
finance. Home owners found it difficult to 
get builders to undertake renovation work 
because most preferred to work on new 
constructions where money was safe. Time 
payment has changed the situation and 
created a new industry. 

As for the growing-pains, the population 
of Melbourne rises by 50,000 a year and 
the Metropolitan Board of Works esti- 
mates that it needs £A20m. now to catch 
up with the city’s sewerage lag. And the 
Board's annual income amounts to far less 
than that figure. Water supply and drain- 
age provision are also being far outstripped. 


Lack of Planning 


But the major problems brought by the 
building boom have been caused by the 
lack of adequate planning. Most of the 
experts in Australia seem to be agreed on 
the need for a comprehensive plan for 
inner city development for all Australia’s 
large cities. One of the largest obstacles 
in the way of these plans is the complex 
system of local, State and Federal Govern- 
ment bodies, each pulling this way and 
that and thus hampering effective planning. 


The best example of this is in Australia’s 
largest and oldest city, Sydney, where the

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building boom will, according to one 
opinion, accentuate old planning problems 
and make too large a part of future plan. 
ning merely a correction of past mistakes, 
In Sydney the Cumberland County Council 
is responsible for planning but this body 
has for the most part lacked executive 
power. In addition, while State Govern. 
ment departments and statutory bodies 
have to some extent been bound by the 
Council’s plan, Commonwealth Depart. 
ments have not. 

The aim of city planning is to promote 
the orderly and sightly development of a 
city and its environs along rational lines, 
This ideal is not being met in Sydney or 
any major city in Australia. 

More than two-thirds of the work force 
in Sydney, a city of 2,000,000 people, work 
in the inner city area and this centralisa- 
tion of employment is the main cause of 
Sydney's traffic problem. The problem is 
aggravated by the radial pattern of roads 
which forces almost all traffic through this 
comparatively small central area even in 
cases where both the origin and ultimate 
destination are in outer suburbs. 

There are signs that Sydney is now taking 
its planning problem in hand, with a com- 
mon-sense scheme of concentration 
proper development of the inner city— 
decentralisation—satellite towns. Sydney's 
first satellite town is expected to be Camp- 
belltown, a town of 15,000 people about 
30 miles south-west of Sydney. Satellite 
towns should be able to preserve their 
own identity and also provide residents 
with the alternative of city or local em- 
ployment. Campbelltown fills this bill, 

The problems of Australia’s building are 
not very different from those of other 
countries. These penalties, no doubt, 
must be accepted if the principle of growth 
is also accepted.

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RECORD SUM FOR COLONIAL 
DEVELOPMENT 


£10,624,502 for Improving Communications 


RITAIN provided the record sum 
of £254m. for development and 
welfare schemes to benefit her overseas 
territories, in the last financial year. 
This is shown by provisional figures in 
the annual Return of Schemes made under 
the Colonial Development and Welfare Act 
by the Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
Issues for development projects in the 
overseas territories made during the year 
by the United Kingdom Government, 
reached the total of £24,115,000 with a 
futher £1,470,000 for research. These 
figures bring the total for issues since 
April 1, 1946 to £200,604,770 of which 
£184,642,442 was for development and 
welfare and £15,962,328 for research. Com- 
mitments undertaken during the year 
totalled £33,001,222 for development pro- 
jects, and £2,370,261 for research. 

For the first time, the return gives details 
of Exchequer Loans approved towards 
Colonial development programmes. In the 
year under review—the first in which 
Exchequer Loans were approved—a total 
of £17,987,500 was made available under 
this heading. 


Improving Communications 


The largest total of grants approved for 
development schemes came under the 
heading of communications. It amounted 
to £10,624,502 of which £6,569,631 was 
for roads, £3,308,238 for the development 
of ports, harbours and water transport, 
£389,355 for civil aviation and £337,500 for 
railways. 

Grants for education totalled £5,949,234 


of which £2,661,667 was for primary and 
secondary education and £2,069,799 for 
higher education. 

In the economic field, the total of grants 
approved during the year amounted to 
£3,713,340. Agricultural and veterinary 
schemes headed the list, accounting for 
£1,990,603; other outstanding totals in this 
sector were the £355,635 approved for 
forestry schemes, £331,126 for soil- 
conservation projects and £323,418 for 
irrigation and drainage. 

Schemes for developing water supplies 
and sanitation received grants totalling 
£2,993,512; medical and health services 
benefited to the extent of £2,564,655; and 
a total of £659,203 was granted for train- 
ing schemes for the Overseas Civil Service. 

Grants approved for research work 
totalled £2,370,261. This total included 
£1,009,974 for agricultural research, 
£560,600 for work on pesticides and 
£375,080 for medical research. 


Development in Africa 


Of the £647,888 provided for develop- 
ment schemes in Kenya, £376,633 was 
accounted for by grants for the intensifi- 
cation of African agriculture. Tanganyika 
received £958,671, the largest grant being 
£182,000 towards the establishment of a 
nature conservation scheme in_ the 
Ngorongoro Crater Highlands. Grants 
approved for Uganda totalled £3,211,282 
including £1,751,250 for the road improve- 
ment programme and £1,229,062 for the 
new hospital at Mulago.

Shield Protects Pipelayers 


EEP sewer trenching by an unusual 
method, utilising two Parsons 310 
Trenchliners, is being carried out at 
Boise, Idaho, in a scheme to construct 
35 miles of main sewer for the Boise 
Bench Sewer District.

The shields are 18ft. long and taper 
from front to rear to enable them to be 
easily pulled through caved-in material. 


Trencher working on Boise scheme 
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granted £384,000 for the construction of 
roads while grants for Nyasaland totalling 
£1,529,534 included £900,000 for improve- 
ment of the Blantyre/Limbe water supply. 

Grants for Nigeria totalled £1,420,027 
including £341,500 for the development of 
health services and £308,120 for building 
schools, in the Northern Region, and a 
total of £443,250 for the expansion of 
general education in Lagos. Of* the 
£1,978,137 approved for Sierra Leone, 
£425,190 was for various schemes benefit- 
ing Fourah Bay College, and £360,000 
for Freetown Teacher Training College 
and £337,000 for railway development. 
Four grants for the improvement of 
Gambia’s communications—amounting to 
£306,210—included one of £189,000 for 
new main roads. 


New Roads and Harbours 


Grants and loans for Malta totalled 
£8,753,567, among them a grant of 
£2,158,100 for the construction of a deep- 
water wharf and grain handling and storage 
plant, and a loan of £2m. towards the con- 
version of the Naval Dockyard for com- 
mercial ship-repairing. 

For development schemes in Aden, 
grants totalling £337,761 were approved, 
including £133,450 for road-building. 

Grants for Mauritius during the year 
under review amounted to £541,145 in- 
cluding £540,000 for harbour improvement. 
A wide variety of schemes in the Sey- 
chelles benefited to the extent of £412,442. 

In the Far East, grants totalling £615,801 
were approved for development in North 
Borneo— including £210,000 for road con- 
struction—while grants for Sarawak 
amounted to £742,390 including a total 
of £424,283 for various road works. 

Among grants to the West Indies for 
schemes of general benefit (totalling 
£1,273,235) were 21 grants for the Uni- 
versity College of The West Indies amount- 
ing to £803,976. Development grants for 
individual territories in the federation pro- 
vided another £1,449,858; grants to British 
Guiana totalled £941,907; and to British 
Honduras £925,212. 


They are made in 4ft. high sections which 
bolt on top of each other, so that by 
adding or removing sections the height of 
the shield can be matched to the depth 
of the trench. 

In addition to the shield, each trencher 
tows a conveyor-screen unit to separate 
the fine material from the coarse, deposit 
the fines on the pipe first, and backfill the 
trench. The unit, especially designed for 
the Boise scheme, consists of a 60ft. long 
conveyor and 3ft. by 8ft. shaker screen. 
Material excavated by the trench is carried 
back by the conveyor to the screen, where 
coarse and fine are separated. The fines 
drop into a hopper ending in an adjustable 
trunk, which directs them on to the pipe 
in the trench. Coarse material slides off 
a short chute at the back of the screen and 
goes into the trench on top of the fines. 

On most parts of the job there are 
several feet of soil above a hardpan strata, 
with an unstable mixture of sand and 
round cobble rock beneath the hardpan. 
In spite of these difficult digging condi- 
tions, as much as 525ft. of completed 
sewer has been laid in a day. 

The main contractors for the scheme 
are Morrison-Knudsen Company, Inc., of 
Boise. The Parsons Trenchliners are 
manufactured by The Parsons Co., Newton, 
Iowa, a member of the Koehring group.

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B.P. TANKER BERTHS AT MILFORD HAVEN 
NEAR COMPLETION 


HE first crude oil tanker to use the 
new deep water jetty at Angle 
Bay, on the southern shores of Milford 
Haven, is expected to dock this month. 
Work is now nearing completion on the 
two berths, which have cost British 
Petroleum about £1.8m. The con- 
tractors are Christiani and Nielsen, Ltd., 
Romney House, Tufton Street, London, 
W.1. 

Construction of the berths has been a 
difficult operation as it was necessary to 
build on an irregular rocky bottom, in 80ft. 
of water at high tide. The berths are 
designed to withstand the berthing im- 
pacts from tankers of up to 100,000 tons 
d.w., the main berthing heads being solid 
concrete piers, each carrying four 100-ton 
shock-absorbing gravity fenders. 





The work has involved building a 
1,350ft. shore arm extending from im- 
mediately below Popton Fort, with a sea 
arm of 2,300ft. at right angles, upon which 
the two berths are formed. Rendel, 
Palmer and Tritton, 125 Victoria Street, 
London, S.W.1, are the consulting engi- 
neers for the scheme, which is part of a 
larger £5m, project to pipe crude oil from 
Milford Haven for 60 miles to the com- 
pany’s refinery at Llandarcy. 

Another part of the scheme has been the 
rehabilitation of Popton Fort as an admini- 
strative centre. This contract was let 
in December, 1957, to Shellabear. Price, 
Ltd., 6 Queen Anne’s Gate, London, S.W.1. 
It included the land civil engineering work 
for the tanker terminal, and has provided 
offices, a fire station, canteens, excavations 
for storage tanks and a 14 mile road.

WESTERN AVENUE 
UNDERPASS OPENING 


The £830,000 underpass on Western 
Avenue at its junction with Hanger Lane, 
Middlesex, is expected to be officially 
opened next month. The underpass, with 
its twin 24ft. carriageways (with built-in 
de-icing eqyjpment), has additional sides 
to form a surface connection with the 
North Circular Road.

DISCHARGES INTO ESTUARIES 
AND TIDAL RIVERS 


Mr. Henry Brooke, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, has sent a circular 
to River Boards and local authorities draw- 
ing their attention to the Clean Rivers 
(Estuaries and Tidal Waters) Act, 1960, 
which comes into operation on Septem- 
ber 29. 

Under the Act, River Boards will decide 
whether any new discharge of sewage or 
trade effluent can be made into tidal rivers, 
and to what extent it must be purified first. 
The Minister will decide cases in dispute; 
sea fisheries committees and port and 
harbour authorities will be consulted 
where their interests are affected. 

The schedule to the Act lists all the 
rivers of England and Wales (except the 
Thames, where the Port of London 
Authority already has powers). One 
problem which had to be overcome was 
the exact description of the places to 
which the new control would extend, since 
they could not include the open sea or 
the whole coast. This was solved by using 
ordance survey map references by means 
of which any place in the United Kingdom 
can be pin-pointed to within 33ft. (10 
metres).

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CONTROLLING SHAREHOLDERS 
AND DEATH DUTY 


To the Editor of “The Contract Journal.” 


Sir,—The article headed “A Lawyer 
Considers—Controlling Shareholders and 
Death Duty” in your issue of August 18, 
1960, throws into sharp relief, once more, 
the perils and pitfalls awaiting the many 
who have the ability and acumen to build 
a relatively substantial business and who 
wish to retain control during their life- 
time, 

The surprising fact, in our experience, 
is that so frequently the professional 
advisers hesitate to draw attention to the 
dangers ahead, or if they do, detailed 
consideration is deferred and the putting 
off process goes on indefinitely until it is 
almost too iate. 

One reason, perhaps, is the common 
belief that there is no satisfactory half-way 
house between near complete ownership 
and no control at all. 

No one should pretend that the solution 
of this and many other kindred problems 
is a simple matter, but those who have 
a grasp of the overall position usually can 
produce a solution to the great relief of 
the successful man and, of course, all his 
dependents. 

One final point is that in many cases 
senior executives who have made a very 
real contribution to the success of the 
company, but who have little or no 
financial stake in it, do suffer quite 
seriously due to the failure of their 
colleague who has a major shareholding 
to take suitable action. They too are 


surely justified in expecting the major 
shareholder to consider their interests.

LOWER NUCLEAR POWER 
COSTS FORECAST 


In a report prepared for their general 
conference in Vienna on September 20, the 
International Atomic Energy Agency fore- 
cast a reduction in the cost of power from 
nuclear generating stations. 

They refer to possible reductions in fuel 
cycle costs which will result from lower 
fabrications and _ re-processing charges, 
higher burn-ups and a fall in uranium 
prices. In addition, development of im- 
proved, but low cost, reactor materials will 
result in an overall economy. Sizeable 
savings can also be expected from the 
standardisation of reactor components. 
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T was some days after my return 
- from the Yorkshire Moors that 
an incident occurred which reminded 
me of Alf Kirby’s aerial cableway. 

My local paper was reporting a mishap 
with a similar device: the cable had broken 
in the course of operations, and a bundle 
of reinforcing bars had fallen down, 
bouncing and scattering over a fair area 
of ground. There was no warning, and 
several workers underneath had _ been 
caught in the shower. One man was badly 
injured; three others went home after hos- 
pital treatment. The novel features of the 
accident produced a mild local sensation. 

The published results of the inquiry 
were interesting. Although no actual 
figures were quoted, it appears that at the 
time of the accident the ropeway was sup- 
porting a load very much less than any 
which it had been carrying the previous 
day (the accident happened soon after work 
commenced) and at that time it would 
have been operating well within its capa- 
city, had it not already been seriously 
weakened by repeated overstressing. 
Actually the appliance failed at a point 
close to one of the anchorages, where it 
had been bearing against the heel of an 
angle bracing member. This, then, was 
not so much the usual case of “ the last 
straw " as the story of a camel which was 
so persistently overworked that eventually 
it collapsed under a weight which nor- 
mally it would scarcely have noticed. 

Another frightening revelation was made 
to the effect that workmen had been in the 
habit of getting themselves transported 
with the load to the landing point. This, 
mercifully, was not one of those occasions. 

I learned a few more details from Peter 
Walker, our resident engineer from the 
wilds of Scotland. Peter was putting in 
some time at a local job, and if there’s 
anything he loves more than engineering 
it’s a piece of gossip—preferably about 
engineers. It appears that the authorities 
went into action very soon after the 
mishap. 

“They soon decided it was a building 
operation and then they wanted to see 
the registers. ‘ You'll be lucky’ said the 
clerk—he must have had a grudge against 
the agent—‘the people here think a 
register’s something to do with births, 
marriages and deaths.’ So then they got 
on to the agent. ‘Cripes!’ said the agent, 
“am I supposed to have a register for that 
thing?’ ‘Why, yes,’ they answered, as 
smooth as you like, ‘does this mean you 
haven’t done any inspections?’ But the 
agent was fly.

inspections, I just didn’t know I had to 
write them up in a register.’ ” 

“Gosh!” I exclaimed. 

“Wait a bit,” said Peter, “ you haven't 
heard it all, yet.

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BOOK REVIEWS 


Prestressed Concrete Vol. II (Statically 


Indeterminate Structures), by Y, 
Guyon, 94in. by 6in., pp. 741. Pub- 
lishers, Contractors Record, Ltd., 
London, and John Wiley and Sons, 
Inc., New York. Price 95s. 

The French edition of this very large 
second volume has been magnificently 
translated by C. Van Amerongen, who has 
taken the opportunity to add many appro- 
priate footnotes to ensure that the author's 
meaning is properly understood. There is 
no doubt that prestressed concrete has 
benefited enormously from the theoretical 
and practical works of M. Guyon and who, 
by today, has won the admiration and 
esteem of engineers interested in the theory 
and applications of prestressed concrete 
in all parts of the world. 

The book is so large that engineers and 
research workers generally can only profit 
fully from it by long and determined study, 
It is appropriate that the book should be 
entitled ‘ Statically Indeterminate Struc- 
tures” as M. Guyon was the first to con- 
sider the application of the principle of 
prestressing to statically indeterminate 
structures. 

The book does not deal with all types 
of statically indeterminate structures but 
only those subjected largely to bending 
and consisting of constant or nearly con- 
stant cross-sections. Domes, shell roofs, 
arches, tanks, pipes, and other such struc- 
tures have not been included. 

Most readers will be surprised and dis- 
appointed that the usual alphabetical index 
has been deliberately omitted, the reason 
given by the translator being that the 
treatise is not a book of reference in the 
usual sense, but that it calls for patient 
study, and the topics are so inter-related 
as to make any brief “looking up” of some 
items almost pointless. But there is such 
a great wealth of valuable data in the book 
that all prestressed concrete enthusiasts 
will wish to look up some topics even after 
long and patient study. 

Reference is also made to a few topics 
not only in different sections of Vol. II but 
also in Vol. I and this would surely make 
a comprehensive index invaluable to all 
concerned. 

M. Guyon has certainly produced a book 
that should be on the shelves of all engi- 
neers interested in prestressed concrete. 
It contains many of his published papers, 
occasionally with little alteration, with the 
result that a change of view and a little 
repetition are almost inevitable. 

For example, the important question of 
the prediction of the appearance of ten- 
sile cracks in the concrete is discussed on 
page 456 of Vol. I, where it is stated that 
cracking is unpredictable and the range of 
cracking stress considerable, namely, be- 
tween 400 and 1,800lb./sq. in. for con- 
cretes of much the same quality. In Vol. 
II, on the other hand, it is definitely stated 
that micro-cracks must be distinguished 
from visible cracks and there follows some 
confusion over the use of these two terms. 

In spite of these minor criticisms there 
is no doubt that the author and translator 
are to be warmly congratulated on the pro- 
duction of such a voluminous treatise on 
this important and difficult subject. It 
will remain for many years one of the 
standard books of reference for the solu- 
tion of some notable complex problems 
and the book is highly recommended to 
prestressed concrete specialists.

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THE MARCH OF STANDARDS 
B.S.1.’s Report for 1959-1960 


HE 1959-1960 report of the British 

Standards Institution, which will 

be presented at B.S.1.’s annual general 

meeting on September 28, shows that 

the 12 months’ period to March 31 was 

a busy and successful one from the 
standards viewpoint. 

It was a year of record output with 297 
new or revised British Standards published 
—that is substantially more than one for 
every working day of the week. There 
were record sales, too, of nearly 1,100,000 
British Standard publications, about one- 
quarter of which went overseas. The 
number of subscribing members was also 
at a peak figure of over 11,000. 

The record of “work-in-hand” makes it 
clear that B.S.I.’s range of activities is 
becoming ever more extensive and suggests 
that in the coming year or two the output 
of standards will be at least as high as 
in the year under review. The report 
strikes a warning note, however. As B.S.I.’s 
burden becomes heavier “an accelerated 
rise in subscriptions and income generally 
will be necessary if B.S.I. is to carry out 
its basic work with proper efficiency and 
if it is to continue and extend the essential 
related services of promoting the applica- 
tion of standards, helping in education and 
providing publicity, especially overseas.” 


Some Highlights 


Reviewing features of the year’s tech- 
nical work the annual report picks out 
for special mention the publication of a 
glossary of terms for work study (B.S.3138) 
of which over 10,000 copies have been 
sold, completion of the first part of a 
“Master schedule of wrought steels” 
(B.S.3141, dealing with carbon steels), the 
combination of B.S.449 and CP 113 for 
the use of structural steel in buildings, the 
first of a series of standards for data- 
processing (B.S.3174 dealing with punching 
codes), an improved standard for 
chromium plating with an associated label- 
ling scheme, and a code of practice for 
prestressed concrete. 

The number of standards under which 
the Kite-mark is used rose from 145 to 170. 
says the report, and increased use had 
been made of the Kite-mark in newspaper 
and magazine advertisements. 

The opening during the year of B.S.I.’s 


centre at Hemel Hempstead provided a 
central point for testing and inspection 
under a number of Kite-marking schemes. 

Reference is also made in the report to 
the setting up of the new approvals board 
for domestic electrical appliances, a 
development in which B.S.I. had taken a 
leading part together with B.E.A.M.A. and 
the electricity supply industry. 


International Activities 


The importance which is now attached 
to standards co-operation at the inter- 
national level is reflected in the amount 
of space given in the report to the work 
of the International Standards Organisa- 
tion (ISO), International Electrotechnical 
Commission (IEC) and other standardisa- 
tion agencies, 

The work of ISO had been steadily in- 
creasing and there had been a full pro- 
gramme of technical committee meetings 
during the year, including plenary meetings 
of over 20 committees. A co-ordinating 
committee on testing of metals had met 
twice and made considerable progress. 
New technical committees had been 
established to deal with office machines 
and protective helmets; others put forward 
for consideration were for cranes and 
derricks, conveyors and elevators, and 
computers and automatic data processing. 

The increased activity of the IEC is 
reflected, says the report, in new work 
on electrical equipment of machine tools 
and instruments for measurement of radia- 
tion; in the electronics field the growth 
of work had necessitated a reorganisation 
of the structure of the committees and a 
new committee on cables and wave guides 
had been set up. A special committee 
on safety regulations, set up three years 
ago. had completed its work. 

The report reviews progress made at the 
last Commonwealth standards conference 
in Ottawa and refers to newly established 
standards organisations in the Rhodesian 
Federation and in the West Indies. Steady 
progress is recorded in the work of the 
B.S.I. agency which “approves” electrical 
products destined for export to Canada.

BRITISH STANDARDS 
Identification of Pipelines 


SOUND colour-identification scheme 

for pipelines is essential in countless 
spheres of industry. Neither safety nor 
efficiency is assured where labyrinths of 
pipes abound, their contents often enig- 
matic until someone—perhaps an unsus- 
pecting maintenance engineer—becomes 
the victim of an accident. 

Hence the importance of this revised 
British Standard (B.S. 1710:1960), with its 
recommendations for an_ identification 
colour code. It applies to pipelines in 
buildings, industrial installations and on 
water and land transport. 

British Standard ground colours are 
specified to distinguish between the various 
classes of contents—white for air, canary 
yellow for town gas, dark grey for chemi- 
cals and so on. Colour bands are specified 
to individualise within classes; for example. 
a pipe containing butane would be dark 
grey, with a red band; one containing 
carbon monoxide would be dark grey with 
red and yellow bands. Lettering is recom- 
mended in certain instances. 

The committee of experts responsible for 
the standard have not overlooked the 
needs of the atomic age. Hazard mark- 
ings have been introduced for use when 
the contents of a pipe may be radioactive. 
A pipe with a light orange ground and 
black diagonal crossed _ stripes, for 
example, would indicate the presence of 
heavily radioactive hazards. 

The 16-page standard contains five pages 
of fully annotated colour diagrams. Price

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INCREASE IN SYNTHETIC 
RUBBER OUTPUT 


GINCE the £6m. plant of International 
2 Synthetic Rubber Co., Ltd., was 
opened at Hythe, near Southampton, 
two years ago (The Contract Journal, 
Oct. 30, 1958), the volume of synthetic 
rubber produced there has doubled. The 
company are now the biggest producers 
of synthetic rubber in Europe and 
expect soon to expand their production 
to 90,000 tons a year. 

In the two years since the plant came 
on stream about £800,000 has been spent 
on construction work to expand produc- 
tion, and four months ago a new plant 
for the production of S.B.R. (Styrene Buta- 
diene Rubber) latex was brought into com- 
mission. United Kingdom consumption of 
this material in 1959 was under 1,000 tons, 
but it is estimated that consumption will 
be running at the rate of more than 5,000 
tons by the end of 1960. 

Consumption of all synthetic rubber in 
Britain increased seven-fold in the period 
1950-55, and in the two years 1956-57 
more than trebled again. The I.S.R. plant 
now produces nearly a third of the total 
U.K. demand for rubber, including natural 
rubber, and the company claim that the 
average possible dollar saving on imported 
synthetic rubber resulting from their pro- 
duction is more than $30m. 

A technical research department has 
been set up to advise the many industries 
which use the material. Part of its work 
in the civil engineering field has been on 
rail chair pads or shock absorbers for rail 
sleepers. 

The mechanical engineering work for 
the new plant at Hythe has been carried 
out by The Power-Gas Corporation, Ltd., 
Stockton, and the civil engineering work 
by John Laing and Son, Ltd., London, 
N.W.7.

FRENCH COMPACTORS 


HREE models in the French range 
of Albaret pneumatic-tyred com- 
paction rollers are now being manu- 
factured in this country by Armstrong 
Whitworth (Metal Industries), Ltd., 
Close Works, Gateshead, Co. Durham. 
The first machine will be completed 
in the near future. 

A number of advantages are claimed for 
the machines, as opposed to conventional 
steel-rimmed rolling, mainly in the ability 
of the wheels to reach hollows, eliminate 
hard spots, and achieve uni- 
form compaction and density 
to a high degree. 

Smallest of the range, the 
Autopactor is a 15-ton laden, 
7-ton unladen, seven-wheel 
automotive compaction roller 
featuring Isostatic suspension 
and power assisted steering. 
Ballast material is sand and 
cast-iron slabs. 

Powered by a Ford 6D 
water-cooled diesel engine 
developing 86 b.h.p. on a 12- 
hour rating, and with standard 
electric starting, the machine 
has four forward and four 
reverse speeds, from 2.5 m.p.h. 
to 12.5 m.p.h., through a fluid 


coupling. 
Maximum rolled width is 
77in., and maximum wheel 


load is slightly over two tons 
of each of the smooth tyres. 

The frame is a one-piece 
welded structure bridging and 
supporting a large ballast box 
secured by bolts. The centre 
of gravity of the load is thus 
kept very low and is situated 
so that weight distribution be- 
tween the two rows of wheels 
is exactly in the ratio (4 to 3) 
of their numbers. 

Steering is by means of a king post, 
articulated to a rocking bolster, supported 
in turn on the offside by a pair of wheels 
on a short oscillating axle and, on the 
near-side by a single wheel rotating on 
fixed trunnion. The four rear driving 
wheels are fitted two by two to a pair 
of driving axles, chain driven in a totally 
enclosed oil bath. 

A feature of the machine is the three- 
point Isostatic suspension, which ensures 
that regardless of soil contours, the wheel 
loads remain equal, giving uniform com- 
paction. The rocking bolster axis provides 
the front point and the two driving axles 
those at the rear. An oscillating coupling 
ensures an undistorted totally enclosed oil 
bath chain drive; driving sprocket and 
driven chain wheel remain strictly in line 
even when the axle rocks. Equal load dis- 
tribution between the rear wheels is un- 
affected by driving torque. Adjustable 
stops limit rear axle oscillation or can 
suppress it for special work. 


The Isopactor 


Also featuring Isostatic suspension, the 
lsopactor is a 22-ton laden, 12-ton unladen, 
nine-wheel roller, with five front wheels 
on hydraulically interconnected rams, 
allowing such dual level work as trench 
Compaction and road widening. 

It is powered by the same unit as the 
Autopactor, and with the same number of 
forward and reverse speeds, is capable of 
88 mp.h. in fourth gear.

chassis to be raised or lowered at will. 
The same control system aids the speedy 
loading or unloading of cast-iron ballast 
slabs, and allows differential adjustment 
of right or left groups of wheels for trench 
compaction to a depth of 16in. 

Standard equipment on both vehicles 
includes a small motorised air compressoi 
for tyre inflation, horn, screen wiper and 
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spare tyre, as well as normal lights and 
accessories required on the road. 


Towed Compactor 


The third vehicle in the range is the 
C.11 towed compactor, weighing 45 tons 
laden, and consisting of a rigid body sup- 
ported in the centre by a line of four 
wheels with giant tyres. Designed to be 
hauled or pushed by a 150-h.p. tractor 
unit, the compactor is intended for the 
deep compaction of mass earthworks, such 
as earth dams, runways, and highways. 

Each wheel is semi-enclosed in an inde- 
pendent box-shape member, called the 
rocker, and these are located side by side, 
allowing only vertical movements, pivoting 
to the main body by means of transverse 
bearings and rocking pins. The rockers 
are connected in pairs by means of two 
powerful steel wire ropes. These ropes run 
under pulleys which are free to rotate 
around inclined pivots fixed to the main 
body. 

When running over uneven ground, the 
specially constructed wheels follow every 
contour but remain perfectly upright. The 
steel wire rope connecting two adjacent 
rockers is equally stressed at all points, 
and therefore maintains absolutely equal 
loads on associated wheels, whatever the 
irregularities of the soil in surface or in 
bearing capacity. 

Each rocker is fitted with two rope 
terminal pegs. Hitching the ropes to 
various pegs permits of adjustment for 
ground clearance, and the height of the 
drawbar as required.

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PRESSURE TEST ON RESIN-COATED 
CONCRETE PIPES 


A FTER five years of research, the 

Deckon pipe—a concrete pipe of 
normal manufacture coated in resin and 
fibre-glass—is now being produced in 
quantity by Sharp, Jones and Co., Ltd. 


This follows the recent announcement 
by the Ministry that the use of this type 
of pipe for underground mains would be 
approved for loan sanction. The first use 
of the new piping will be at Hunstanton, 
where work is to begin soon on a 224yd. 
length of sewer. 

Recently guests at the manufacturers’ 
Parkstone Works, Poole, Dorset, saw the 
Deckon pipe being made and tested under 
load. The Deckon, described in The Con- 
tract Journal of April 7, 1960, comprises 
a spun concrete pipe without any steel 
reinforcement which, for underground 
purposes, is protected against sulphates 
and given structural strength by an applica- 
tion of polyester resin reinforced with 
fibre-glass. 

It is competitive in strength and price 
with reinforced concrete pipe, the vital 
difference being that the cracking caused 
under heavy loading is an essential part 
of the design of the Deckon pipe. In this 
pipe the concrete is merely a prop for the 
resin and fibre-glass casing, so that while 
the concrete cracks under load the casing 
will be deformed but the pipe will remain 
watertight. 

To demonstrate this the makers placed 
a section of 18in. diameter pipe on a 
K.L. pressure testing machine and tested 
it to destruction, The first cracking ap- 
peared at the crown and invert at 2,400 
p.s.i, pressure, but complete failure did 
not occur until 16,800lb. had been attained. 
The casing in this instance contained 15 
windings of 12 end glass roving. 


The pipe’s flexibility was also shown 
during this test. When a pressure of 
6,000 p.s.i. was released the cracks closed 
and the pipe recovered its shape. This 


feature allows the pipe to deal with wide 
and sudden differential stresses.

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RYLANDS MAKE HISTORY 


Giant Prestressing Strands are being used 
to anchor the Forth Road Bridge to 
the rock. The project involved 
the development of the world’s 
largest galvanised wire cables 
having the highest possible 
tensile strength. The 
Contractors called in the 
resources and practical 

experience of Rylands 

for this purpose. 































Each anchorage is tunnelled 240 feet 
into the solid rock bed and filled 
with coricrete. 278 steel tubes, 
44” diameter, are cast “in situ” 
and through these are threaded 
assemblages of four I}” diameter 
strands. Each assemblage is secured 
at one end by a massive zinc socket, 
the other ends being gripped for 
stressing by specially designed 
wedges. 

Rylands 14” Prestressed Concrete Strand is 
also being used in the Wentbridge Viaduct, 
the Carlisle Xivinning By-Pax for British 


Railways, the Kilwinning By-Pass Road Bridge 
and the Mars Bar Factory at Slough. 


Rylands were called on to provide a minimum 
breaking load of 350 tons for each unit and actual 
tests are as high as 38! tons. 

The total weight of strand in these anchorages 
is about 630 tons.
